. and in the triumph of a six-year-old 
as he reads aloud for the first time. 

They live on in the eyes of an Ohio 
farmer surveying his acres of corn and 
potatoes and pasture 

. and in the brilliant gold of hundreds 


of acres of wheat stretching acros 
the flat miles of Kansas 

. in the milling of cattle in the stock 
yards of Chicago 

. the precision of an assembly line 
in an automobile factory in Detroit 

. and the perpetual red glow of the 
nocturnal skylines of Pittsburgh and 
Birmingham and Gary. 

They live on in the voice of a young 
Jewish boy saying the sacred words from 
the Torah: “Hear O Israel: The Lond 
our God, the Lord is One.

Helpful Hints For 


CHOOSE A SUBJECT YOU KNOW. 

Our articles need not necessarily be 
pertaining to procedures in dental as- 
sisting. We do want them to have edu- 
cational value, as our objective is to edu- 
cate our members in more efficient 
performance of their duties as dental 
assistants. Yet, being a good chairside 
assistant, receptionist or bookkeeper does 
not cover all the necessary qualifications 
of a capable dental assistant. Correct 
grooming, knowledge of the correct us- 
age of grammar, your personality, your 
public relations, telephone ettiquette, 
everyday common courtesy toward others, 
and many other things are also important 
in the education of dental assistants. So, 
if you have made a study of any of these 
things, pass along this knowledge to 
other assistants, through an article in the 
journal. We could also use a short human- 
interest story occasionally to a good ad- 
vantage. 
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. more safety razors and bathtubs, 

. more Orlon sweaters and aureomy- 
cin, the fruits of American initia- 
tive and enterprise; 

. more public schools and life insur- 
ance policies; 
the symbols of American security 
and faith in the future; 

. more laughter and song— 
than any other people on earth! 

This is my answer, Fascist, Communist!

Writing An Article 


STYLE OF WRITING 

Style refers to the mode of expressing 
thought in language. Even though your 
article might be considered of scientific 
nature, you need not overlook individual- 
ity in an effort to follow a stilted form. 
Do not attempt to write elegantly. Too 
often an attempt to express one’s self 
prettily results in loss of conveying the 
meaning. Even a scientific paper should 
be clearcut, direct, concise and without 
unnecessary decorations. 


AVOID VERBOSITY 

Wordiness can often be overcome by 
careful revision and deletion of non- 
essential words, phrases and sentences 
after the paper is written. Experienced 
writers call this polishing an article, which 
is what is actually done. 


WATCH YOUR GRAMMAR 
AND TITLE 
Nothing can make us more aware of our 








grammar than writing an article. Poor 
grammar is often the result of careless- 
ness rather than lack of knowledge. 


Among the grammatical errors that de- 
tract from papers are the changes of 
tense, improper agreement in number 
between the singular and plural, the use 
of nouns as adjectives, and the use of 
slang. Tense merely indicates the time 
of an assertion. Tenses should not be 
changed without valid reason. 


A pronoun must agree with its ante- 
cedent, and a verb must agree with its 
subject in number. 


When the use of nouns as adjectives 
is carried to the extreme it becomes 
annoying. 

Slang and the excessive use of ab- 
breviations, which are not standard, 
should be avoided, especially in articles 
of scientific nature. Titles should have 
at least some measure of connection with 
the contents of the article. Clever titles 
that attract the reader’s attention or 
arouse Curiosity are good, but when over- 
done can be misleading and even ludi- 
crous. 


SUMMARY 


Summary and conclusions should briefly 
digest the article; not introduce new ma- 
terial. A good summary often points out 
an important point, which might have 
been overlooked by the average reader. 
Footnotes may be used to give the source 
of your material. We prefer articles of 
1500 to 3000 words in length. This is 
approximately two and one-half to three 
and one-half pages in THE DENTAL 
ASSISTANT. 

Send your copy typewritten, double 
spaced, and on one side of the paper 
only. Do not use thin sheets, and send 
original copy. 

All articles submitted become the prop-

erty of the Journal, and can not be re. 
turned to the writer. 


Consider the continuity of thought in ' 


your article, and above all be clear and 
concise. A book on the fundamentals of 
grammar and a good dictionary can be 
helpful references when writing an arti- 
cle. You need not be an experienced 
writer to submit an article for publica. 
tion in THE DENTAL ASSISTANT, 
we expect to do some re-writing and to 
delete as we see fit, but the better you 
write the better will be your Journal,

Extension Course

“Ethics means a thorough understand- 
ing of human nature and an attitude of 
cooperation with other agencies,” so runs 
the Chinese motto for a corps of specially 
trained health nurses. Despite the fact 
that this motto is designed to refer to an 
organized group of workers, it immedi- 
ately brings the responsibility sharply 
back to the individual. Have you ever 
thought how important the individual 
members of any organization are and how 
powerless the organization itself when 
divorced from the human element? 

Let us read the object of the American 
Dental Assistants Association in this light 
... to aid in the advancement and eleva- 
tion of the services to the dental profes- 
sion by helping dental assistants to raise 
their standards of education...to bring 
to the members a realization of the re- 
sponsibilities that accrue to them in their 
telation to the public; to inspire its 
members with a desire to render more 
efficient service and to be truthful, honest 
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and loyal to the profession which they 
serve...to promote among the members 
a desire for mutual improvement.” There 
dosen’t seem to be a thing there about 
helping that inanimate thing “organiza- 
tion”, not a word about “districts” but 
instead this seems to point to a service 
to be rendered to the members. Despite 
the fact that this was written and ac- 
cepted ten years ago it has a very modern 
ring in its reference to helping raise stan- 
dards of education for on every hand we 
find the movement for more and better 
adult education receiving more serious 
attention from our great universities, our 
public schools, our clubs and our social 
agencies. 


What service is your dental assistants 
association rendering you as a member 
in this field? Nationally we have striven 
for ten years to secure the advantages 
of suitable courses especially planned for 
the training of dental assistants in the 
dental colleges where it might reasonably 
be expected that the ideals of the dental 
profession would be thoroughly taught 
along with the more academic subjects. 
Looking about we have seen the many 
commercial courses presented by those 
who have been alert to note the desire 
for better training and have found in it 
a new “racket” for their personal gain. 
As early as our Fourth Annual Meeting, 
also held in Minnesota, we had a report 
of more than a hundred such courses 
presented by our New York girls calling 
our attention to the really meager benefits 
of such courses and the heavy financial 
demands and urging our members to be 
wary of the pitfalls in this field. These 
courses we still have with us in numbers 
though in some communities we have 








been successful in curtailing their activ- 
ities. 

Realizing that it might be some time 
before the dental colleges could be in- 
duced to present courses that would en- 
tail heavy expenditures, we appointed a 
Curricula Committee and a satisfactory 
one year program of classes which could 
be taught by the usual dental college 
faculty and without special equipment 
was drafted and accepted by our Sixth 
Annual Meeting held in Memphis. 

In the meantime we have in our local 
and state units undertaken to provide 
for the group of members courses of spe- 
cialized types not available to our mem- 
bers through other educational agencies. 
A study of the class work carried on 
throughout the nation by our societies 
is amazing in its variety and ambitious 
in its scope. Just last year one society 
took a course in Bio-Chemistry taught 
by a faculty member from one of our 
great universities, a group in a com- 
paratively isolated section studies Bac- 
teriology somewhat on the extension plan 
and then had an all-day class under the 
direction of a very capable physician. 

Another society met twice a month for 
eight months for instruction in their 
tooth carving because they appreciated 
the necessity of much more detailed 
knowledge of Tooth Anatomy if they 
were to make adequate inlays by the in- 
direct method. First Aid, Home Nursing, 
Diet for Good Health, Public Speaking, 
Anatomy of the Head, Child Psychology, 
Dental Office Psychology, Materia Med- 
ica are included in the years classes. 

Other than these formal classes pro- 
grams of demonstration clinics and lec- 
tures have assisted our members to keep 
pace with the rapid developments in 
dental technique and theory. 

As a national organization we publish 
a magazine devoted to our professional 
interests with articles by the outstanding 
writers of the dental world. Think what 
our “Dental Assistant” can mean to the 
girls in isolated sections where a contact 
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‘vith other assistants once a year is the 
best they can hope for!. 

These opportunities your organization 
can provide you as members that are 
individually almost impossible to secure, 
The success of the program in raising 


the educational level of the dental assist. 


ant rests squarely on the members—you 
and you. If you are ambitious to study 
and are willing to sacrifice time and ef- 
fort to increase your knowledge, then 
our joint aim is accomplished and i- 
gether with our new ideas of more 
efficient methods we actually render a 
higher standard of service to the dental 
profession and to the public. 


This organization of ours undertakes 
to protect us legally by keeping us as 
members informed of pending legislation 
that might affect us, but this service too 
is ineffective if the information falls on 
deaf ears of our members. 


As a group we can single out the more 
successful of our members and selecting 
the qualities which have seemed to con- 
tribute to their advancement, create an 
ideal dental assistant—a woman who has 
tact and dignity of bearing, a ready sym- 
pathy that expresses itself quietly, a love 
of people and of work that deals in a 
health service, initiative, an alert mind, 
capable of quickly appreciating the other 
person’s viewpoint, a well - modulated 
voice, an inborn hatred of disorder and 
uncleanliness in any form, and an ins 
tiable desire for knowledge and culture. 
Not long ago one of our magazines pub- 
lished a little article about the quality of 
“having a hand over things’—that de- 
lightful quality with which some are bom 
which enables them to walk into a drab- 
looking room, straighten a picture here, 
add flowers, create a pleasing grouping 
of furniture by moving a chair, thus 
making the room take on a new and vital 
personality. Or perhaps she is unusually 
sensitive to people and with only small 
dues knows exactly how to make them 
happy and comfortable. This ideal of ours 
looks like a professional woman whet 
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she goes on duty in her crisp well-tailored 
white uniform set off by correctly chosen 
accessories, and she conducts herself as a 
professional woman always in any sur- 
roundings pertaining to dentistry. 

Not all of us possess these traits but 
by appreciating their desirability we can 
help ourselves to cultivate them. Did you 
ever read the biography of Florence 
Nightingale who pioneered the field of 
medical nursing for gentlwomen and 
whose remarkable work in the care of the 
wounded and in sanitation during the 
Crimean War flowered in the creation 
of the Red Cross services? Her life is a 
story of the emancipation of women. 
As a young woman she reproached her- 
self repeatedly for irregularity, sloth, late 
rising in the morning. Born to a life of 
luxury she fought the protests of her 
family and friends and her own weaker 
traits that she might enter the very 
menial and almost completely unskilled 
“business of nursing” as she referred to it. 
We find her emerging as a woman capa- 
ble of remarkable administrative tasks, 
regular, persistent, methodical, precise. 


Your organization shows you a glimpse 
of the ideal dental assistant but you can 
acquire more essential traits only as you 
learn to develop your desirable traits and 
control your weaker ones. In short our 
society shows us the way to develop our 
professional personalities. 

George Bernard Shaw has written a 
most delightful story of the lonely cowboy 
who finally held a conference with him- 
self to find out why he was so lonely. 
Much to his dismay he found he had been 
trying to run a one-man world and in his 
zeal to have everybody do as he thought 
they should he ruefully remarked that he 
had even been trying to help God hold 
up the sky! 

As members in a cooperative enterprise 
designed to help us to raise the profes- 
sional standard of our chosen work we 
owe each other the debt of developing 
ourselves to the maximum of our abilities 
but leaving room for every single mem- 
ber to function as an active party of this 
inanimate bond we call the American 
Dental Assistants Association. 


J. A. S. Scholarship Fund

Did you know that the ADAA awards 
a $100.00 scholarship each year? Yes, 
this is another of our Association’s fine 
educational features, which is helping 
to raise Dental Assisting to a profes- 
sion. Each time we contribute to edu- 
cation for Dental Assistants, your posi- 
tion, and mine, is enhanced. 

This Scholarship is awarded to the out- 
standing student in a course of Dental 
Assisting at an ADAA approved school. 
There are now eleven approved schools 
offering either a one or two-year full- 
time course and these students are el- 
igible. They are judged on Scholarship 
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50%, Character 30%, Citizenship 10%, 
and Basic Need 10%. 

The money for these awards is de- 
rived from the Juliette A. Southard Schol- 
arship Fund, which is an entirely sepa- 
rate fund, and wholly supported by con- 
tributions. When was this begun? At 
the ADAA annual meeting in 1930 it 
was voted to establish the Scholarship 
Fund with a $100 donation that had been 
received one year earlier from Mr. M. B. 
Massol of “Oral Hygiene”. At this time 
Mr. Massol matched his first donation 
with another contribution and was joined 
by Dr. William O. Hulick, of Cincinnati, 
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with a similar contribution. Mrs. Jessie 
Ellsworth Stokes, of Chicago, presented 
the fund with bonds valued at $150. 
Aloise B. Clement, of Omaha, bequeathed 
the fund $100.00 in 1935. Upon the 
death of our founder, Juliette A. South- 
ard, in 1940, the Florida State Dental 
Assistants Association presented the fund 
a check for $25.00 in memoriam. In 
1941 $100.00 from the estate of the late 
Juliette Southard was given to the Schol- 
arship Fund. The American Dental Assist- 
ants Certification Board made a grant 
of $1100.00 to this fund in 1952 with 
the stipulation that a $100.00 award be 
made to each of the eleven approved 
schools. There have been other contri- 
butions throughout the years. The most 





recent donation was $82.78 from eigh 
Local Societies of the Southern Califo. 
nia State Dental Assistants Association 
made in 1954. Such donations are greath 
appreciated and are the only means ¢ 
keeping this fund active. 

The recipients of these Scholarship, 
are the fine young women, and desepy. 
ing of our assistance in their efforts wo 
ward higher education in Dental Assis. 
ing. While enrolled in these schooks 
some are Student Members of our ADAA, 
and upon employment after graduation 
become Active Members. 

If your Society would care to contrib 
ute to this Scholarship Fund, you wil 
be helping in the education of students 
and raising the level of Dental Assisting 


WitH YOUR PERMISSION

I would like to quote to you a portion 
of a message which came to us through 
an issue of our Excavator, from a mem- 
ber of the Florida State Dental Assistants 
Association. “—ever to keep in mind 
that all we know we have learned from 
others and therefore we should never lose 
an Opportunity to pass it on.” 

When I read this message, I took 
mental inventory of the bits of informa- 
tion that had been passed on to me this 
year by other dental assistants. So—with 
your permission—I would like to take 
advantage of this opportunity to, in turn 
pass on these bits of information to you. 

I'm sure you are all familiar with the 
x-ray developer stain on white uniforms. 
But—are you all familiar with the solu- 
tion that will successfully remove this 
particular stain — I wasn’t until about 
eight months ago when a dental assistant 
suggested I saturate a piece of cotton in 
a 5% solution of sodium cyanide, then 
rub firmly but gently over the stained 
area. I was amazed to find the stain com- 
pletely and permanently removed with- 


out damage to the material of my uni 
form. 

Don’t you sometimes feel sorry for the 
referral patient who leaves your offic 
carrying a wet x-ray on a paper clip o 
in a cup of water? This wet x-ray prob 
lem can be eliminated by thoroughly 
washing the film, then submerging it 
into 95% ethyl alcohol for just a vey 
few seconds. After this is done, the film 
is then wiped dry with a piece of clea 
cloth free of all lint. This little trick of 
the trade can truly be a great time savet— 
especially when a set of full mouth 
x-rays is involved as the x-rays can k 
dried and mounted within ten minutes 

At times when you have a patient it 
the office who requires an immediate 
diagnois of his x-rays, you may. run into 
a bit of trouble. By trouble, I mean the 
excess water dripping from the films an 
rack on your well polished floors. Wont 
you try passing the wet x-rays through 
two moistened sponges, such as these, t0 
absorb the excess water? I believe if you 
will try this once, you will have thes 
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sponges within easy reach for easy im- 
mediate diagnostic set of x-rays. 

And speaking of well polished floors— 
ae you the assistant who occasionally 
drops an x-ray film on the dark room 
floor? If so, may I suggest—with your 
permission—an ordinary flashlight with 
a piece of red protective cellophane 
fastened over the lamp end for this 
emergency. This will save you several 
golden minutes when you find yourself 
groping in the dark for that elusive film 
on the floor. 

Another darkroom annoyance occurs 
when you place a full rack of x-rays in 
the developer and find the two top films 
are not completely submerged due to the 
evaporation of the solutions. Of course, 
this always happens at a time when 
you'te operating behind schedule or are 
especially rushed. Instead of taking time 
out to replenish or change the solution, 
why not keep a four or six ounce bottle 
which has been filled with water and 
tightly sealed on hand to drop into the 
tank to raise the solution level. 

Last but not least—is the age old 
ptoblem of most dental assistants — the 
cleaning of the x-ray tanks. A good for- 
mula for this not too pleasant task is to 
use one and a half ounces of muriatic 
aid to eight to sixteen ounces of cold 
water. 

This is then added to the tank three 
fourths full of warm water. Usually—a 
one half hour soak with this solution is 


enough—after which the tank is drained 
and the walls thoroughly rinsed three or 
four times with fresh water. When this 
is done, wipe the tanks dry with an old 
rag. Remember though, NEVER use 
HOT WATER when cleaning a tank 
made of hard rubber, as the heat may 
cause the walls to bend or warp. 

Time saving hints are forever wel- 
come to the conscientious assistant, so if 
any of these tid bits of information are 
new to you, won't YOU take the first 
Opportunity to pass them on to other as- 
sistants—with THEIR permission.

FROM HERE TO ETERNITY 


On the campus of a school for the blind a little first grade girl took hold of 
her teacher’s dress and said, “Teacher, I think you're beautiful.” 

The teacher was far from beautiful in the average way of thinking; in fact, she 
was really very plain. Most people could only look on the outward appearance. The 
little girl could not see the teacher through her veil of darkness, but in her blindness 
she could see what others could not — the beautiful spirit of her teacher. The teacher 
must have demonstrated the patience, love and sympathetic understanding of our 
Master. 


Too often those of us who have eyes do not see the true nature of people. We 
are too prone to judge a person by the position he holds, the size of his pocketbook, 
the fine clothes he wears, or the title he has. Our eyes are blind because we judge 
by our own standards and not by the standards of Him who came not to be ministered 
unto but to minister unto and give His life a ransom for many. 


At this Easter Season we give special thought to this supreme sacrifice, the 
Crucifixion, and the promise to each of us through the Resurrection, and in so doing 
may find ourselves wondering — “How far is it from here to eternity?” 


The step which each of us occupies on the escalator of life is sure to reach the 
great chasm at the end of the causeway; and there we must enter the impenetrable 
darkness that exists therein. It is at the brink of the canyon where life as we know 
it will lose its material identity. This transition is the greatest of all mysteries and 
one must make the trip to learn if the journey through the canyon is difficult 
or not. 


The interim from here to eternity, either long or short, is of utmost importance 
to each of us. Yesterday has passed far beyond our control. Tomorrow’s sun will 
rise, either in splendor or behind a mask of clouds, but until it does, we have n0 
stake in tomorrow. That leaves only TODAY. 

Each today let us realize that the greatest things are the intangibles of life— 
common decency, sincerity, an ideal, the concern of neighbor for neighbor, obligation 
of family, the acceptance of responsibilities toward children, the charitable attitude 
of the strong toward the weak so that in the end the weak will be strong, the 
unselfish position of what is good for community rather than what is profitable for 
self, the love of country above the consideration of personal gain. 


These are the true standards of living and can be applied to all vocations and 
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rofessions. Let’s enhance the vocation of dental assisting by applying these 
sandards and thereby also enhance the name — Dental Assistant. 
Have you ever asked yourself “What's in a name?” Take the name “Sahara 


; Desert” and immediately we think of endless stretches of sand, camels and oases. 


Think of “Florida” and we are reminded of palm trees, basking in the sun, and 
water-skiing. Name a school—your Alma Mater—and the name stands for a 
certain standard of learning and living. When we hear a name mentioned it ‘rings 
a bell’. 

Does the name Dental Assistant ring a bell? You and I can make it do so by 
applying the true standards of living to our vocation and in so doing we will be 
making for ourselves each day a glorious step in our own climb “from here to 
eternity”.
